Place tho knifu one imlf inch 
uhovu the scion, and with a dishing cut, 
carry it downward*: and into the woodl 
enough to give firmness and stiffness to the 
bud, 
slip; bring out tho knifo three-fourths 


of an inch below the bud, then insert Ilia 
slip and push it up gently to its place with 
the back point of the knife; close tho bark 


• l"v;n on each side and apply the band thus: 
1'hicc ono end on the stock, a little Mow Ilia 
bud; hold it fir in with the thumb unlil with 
the other hand the band is brought round 
and lapped ovur so as to bind the ondtirmly. 
L'hns wind firmly and f;enily up tlie stock 
avoiding the bud nnd when fully above, un- 
durlap one or more to hold thucnd fust, and 
the work ia done. There arc many ways of 
performing lliis simple opciation, nnd per- 
haps bolter than the one de»cribod, but wo 
admonish the beginner, that unless the band 
is firmly and securely put on, it will shrink 
loose, to the destruction of tho bud.

hove die bud upwards because the shoulder 
below the bud will bear much more pressure 
of the knife than the leaf stock or bud will 
n pushing down, and it U often tho case 
that we have no limf stock, as with rose 
icions, ami in spring budding, with scion* 


over.

the band, usually by drawing the knifo

Spring budding can bo performed in May 


or Juno with tfeionn of winler cutting, and 
started immediately by topping the tree; it 
is not recommended for fruits, but succeeded 
well with roses.

Northwest begins the last of July" with old 
aid not very thrifty slocks, hut with young 
nursery stock the taut half of August and 
first half of Sept. or as early M good ma- 
tured scions can be obtained and as late as 
wo can be sure of ten days growing weather 
after the operation; the time to bo deter- 
miner! by two conditions, viz: state of scions 
and state of stocks. But the seasons eomo 
nearly after the following order: Roic Cher- 
ry, Pear, Apple, Quince, Malialeb Cherry, 
and Peach. 


The whole operation is very timpb, hut 


must be performed with exact observance of 
the several conditions of slock, scionn, tool*, 
time, and wilh certain dexterity which can 
Duly be acquired by practice. But the art 
is one which every young man and young 
la ly who has n taste for rural life should 
learn, and which, if generally acquired, 
would add largely to thu general interest in 
Horticulture.
